This intersects 
the present line at Mandan, which is across 
the river from Bismark. Another line run- 
ning from Canon Ball on the Missouri to the 
westerly line of the state, and then to Miles 
City, Mont., a distance upwards of 200 miles, 
parallels the present Transcontinental route 
from 40 to 60 miles to the southward. This 
line has been surveyed. Another contem- 
plated line is from Sanborn, a junction point 
in the eastern part of the state, to Sanger, 
150 miles. A survey of this has been com- 
pleted, but whether it will be constructed or 
not is a matter of question. A short cut of 
27 miles has been surveyed from Oaks Junc- 
tion to Gwinner, and another line laid out 
from Edgerley to a point on the Missouri 
River near Emmonsburg, 90 miles. The com- 
pletion of these two last lines with a bridge 
across the Missouri would give the company 
a new and shorter route across the state, 
opening up a section of the country which 
now has no east and west facilities. 

The Great Northern is likewise contemplat- 
ing a new line across the state, and have let 
contracts for grading a line extending from 
Fargo northwesterly to Surry where it joins 
the present main line. The present right- 
of-way will be used for about 60 miles from 
Surry to Stanley, and a new line will be 
built from that point to the western part of 
the state, extending into Montana and join- 
ing the present main line there. This por- 
tion is now under construction. 


The Minneapolis, St. Paul & Sault Ste Marie 
have surveys completed from Grand Forks to 
Washburn, by the way of Courtney, a dis- 
tance of 200 miles. From that point, where 
the present main line is joined, it extends up
